Lord Brougham said—It is not every day that one 
who has filled such a high place at home, and the highest 
places of a governor abroad, like our friend Sir James 
Emerson Tennent—it is not every day that such gover- 
nors returning from abroad can deliver such a discourse 
as that which you have now listened to—(applause)— 
and I only anticipate your unanimous assent to the 
proposition I am about to make, when Isubmit to you 
that we ought to present to Sir James Emerson Tennent 
all hearty thanks for the instruction and delight which 
his address has afforded us. (Loud and nged ap- 
plause.) Iam now about to read to you a paper from two 
most excellent friends of mine, who are present M Gar- 
nier Pages and M. Desmarest, of France. M. Pages, 
like Sir J. E. Tennent, was also a gvvernor, for he was 
a governor of France. (Laughter aod cheers.) As Sir 
James was governor ot one of our Eastern territories, 
so M. Pages was one of the provisional government of 
France in 1848, for some time. I have obtained permis- 
sion from Messieurs Desmarest and Pages to read this 

per, though it is only a translation, and therefore you 
have not fully the merit and force of the original ; never- 
theless, you will see that it deserves your attention. (Ap- 
plause.) His lordship then read Messieurs Pages and 
Desmarest’s paper, which he did with remarkable dis- 
tinctness and fervour :— 

“Our first words will be to express our gratitude to 
the venerable president of the society, Lord Brougham, 
the vice- ents, secretaries and members of the 
society, for the honour they have conferred upon us in 
inviting us to participate in their interesting labours, 
their conscientious researches, aud learned discussions.

The very kind reception 
which we have received from you emboldens us to give 
utteratice to some ideas, for which we claim the 
indulgence and sympathy of the sg mg In conse- 
quence of our present position, we have lost the habit 
vt political discourses ; we shall not, however, allow 
ourselves to be intoxicated with the pure air of liberty 
which we eagerly driuk in with intense delight. We 
shall -uppressour groans, our complaints, our griets, 
and our hopes, to give vent to them (when we shall 
be abe) with dignity in our country. The thoughts 
which we wish to unfold refer to the prevailing 
ieeling of the day. They embrace the most exten- 
sive horizon, e could not find a better oppor- 
tunity, of & more indulgent audience. It is in 
such an association, for the progress of social 
science, that we are permitted to advance towards 
the goal which we think has been placed by Providence 
befure mankind, The primary laws which regu- 
late the intercourse of menare morality, jastice, liberty, 
order, and peace: morality, which, like a Stored light, 
penetrates the conscience—justice, without which the 
earth belongs to the strongest aod the most cunning— 
liberty, wi which man descends to the level of the 
brute, powerless and not responsible for the good which 
he cannot du and the evil that té done—order, without 
which this world would be a perpetual chaos—peace, 
without which Ir 14, i cc — 
am nations, and tit u world. ar 
— us the enemy oí morality, justice, liberty, order, 
and all social virtue and science. Au association such 
as yours is most assuredly one oí the best means of for- 
warding a unity between the natione; therefore we are 
happy and proud to join in your efforts. We wish to 
rouse all rous souls against war—the terrible 
scourge of humanity—and with you to seek the means 
of preventing it. May God hearand help us! Sove- 
reigns of states are excited to war byambitious interests.

By letters of the 26th Sept., from Turin, we are in- 
formed :— 

No sooner did the Marquis Giorgio Pallavicino 
Trivulzio arrive at Naples than he was asked to return 
with a letter to Victor Emmanuel from General Gari- 
baldi, in answer to one which the King had sent him 
by the hand of Count Vimercati, grand master of the 
royal hunt. When the count, who was first asked 
to be the bearer of Garibaldi’s letter, read it, he 
refused to take charge of it. Thereupon the 
general folded up the letter, and entrusted it 
to the Marquis Pallavicino, beforementioned, who 
has now gone back again to Naples with 
the King’s autographic u/timatum. Garibaldi is 
living in a vitiated atmosphere, where he no longer sees 
the world as it is, where his noble instinets and loyalty 
do not enable him to surmount the intrigues of the 
republicans, who are at daggers drawn among them- 
selves, and only banded together to dupe him. But at 
this present hour the cities of Milan, Florence, Bologna, 
and every other town in the kingdom, like Turin, the 
capital, are resolved so to rally round the King’s 
Government as to give it strength, and enable it to baffle 
the tricks of all its enemies, and to suve both Sicily and 
Naples. 

In the midst of this rising discord the King is about to 

repair to the scenes of action, and had he not been re- 
strained by reasons of high policy, would have taken care 
that the battle of Castelfidardo should not have been 
fought without his presence. Several of the King’s saddle 
horses left yesterday for Central Italy. Yesterday 
morning he presided in person at a council of Ministers, 
and at four o'clock this day he will preside at another; 
after which, in the course of the evening, should 
nothing occur to prevent it, he will set out. Should 
the Pope's departure from Rome ever take place, 
should the republicans render the maintenance of 
order in the kingdom of the Two Sicilies impossible 
(and the inhabitants there are actually praying for the 
cessation of anarchy), the King at the head of his army, 
strong in the prestige of ite new victories, would then 
be prepared for all eventualities and every new neces- 
sity.

These two Governments, rather than be baulked 
of their revenge, would deluge the whole world 
with blood, would countenance republicans’ so- 
cialists, or even cannibals, if they could get hold of 
any to do their work. All these dangers and dis- 
coveries have constantly justified Count Cavour’s policy, 
and so strengthened his Cabinet that no change in it is 
any longer apprehended. The great fact of self- 
abnegation which Cavour was ready to make, by 
resigning his portfolio, notwiths the certainty 
of a large ministeria) majority in the C bers, would 
no longer be permitted now either by the King or the 
nation, both wishing him to continue at the head of 
affairs.
